Presnell Reviews Activities 
During His Administration 


W ith the closing of the old year, 1935, w hich carries w ith 
it the closing m onths of my term of office as m ayor of the City 
of Sikeston, I feel th a t a public review of w hat our city has 
accom plished during that term would not be am iss. 
In population, I tnink it not an exaggeration to say that 
an estim ate of a five hundred increase during the tw o years 
would not be too high. This increase is not a tem porary thing, 
nor w ill it cease w ith that. Sikeston will continue to grow in 
population because the increase is based solidly on the acquisi­ 
tion of new industries—and as long as w e can continue to m ake 
our city attractiv e to m anufacturers, that long w ill we continue 
to grow. 
In new industries brought into Sikeston in the past two 
years, perhaps the most sensational was th e Sikeston Cotton 
Oil Mill. A fter some weeks of quiet negotiation, the plant was 
definitely located here, built and now furnishes a substantial 
outlet of w ork for the people of Sikeston. In addition to this, 
the plant uses a large am ount of pow er each m onth from the 
Sikeston M unicipal plant. T hh so increased the electricity con­ 
sum ption of the com m unity, that the city, out of light plant 
bonds w hich had been bought up in advance, purchased a new 
$60,000 engine. Tnis gives us a substantial reserve lor the new 
furnishing oi pow er to any possible' new industry. 
In the police departm ent, num erous reform s w ere insti­ 
tuted. As an exam ple, in the past w hen a m an was arrested at 
night for a violation of a city ordinance, it w as the custom to 
keep him in jail until the next afternoon before 
even 
any 
charges w ere filed against him. T his w as m anifestly unfair, so 
now the practice is to require charges to be filed by the next 
m orning, else the prisoner is released by the police judge. Then, 
again a light was placed on a tall pole n ear the A m erican L e­ 
gion Park. If any one w ants an officer, all that is necessary to 
do is to call the telephone operator, and she m ay instantly sum ­ 
mon one to the telephone bv tu rning on this light. A police­ 
m an has been placed at the grade school during the tim es 
school is taking up and dism issing, in order th a t your children 
m ay safely cross the street. It m ight be well to point out that 
due to the increase in size and business of Sikeston, additional 
police protection was required. We now have four 
full-tim e 
policem en as against tw o full-tim e an d one part-tim e policem en 
in yeais past—and the added cost to the town is only $34.00 a 
m onth. Police required to w ear uniform : S treet signs placed 
on every street corner and houses num bered by Ju n io r C ham ­ 
ber of Com m erce w ith very sm all cost to city. A ll accounts 
paid to date and bonds that w ere duo have been m et at time 
of m aturity. 
In w ater-w o rk s extension, a bond issue was floated and 
num erous m ore houses now have adequate fire protection. As 
there was a surplus left from that bond issue due to th e fact 
that all designated streets w ere equipped, it is possible that 
shortly I shall subm it a proposal to designate other streets to 
have mains placed in them in o rd e r th at the entire town may 
be well protected, and all the inhabitants have an opportunity 
to place w ater in their homes. 
A strip of land ten feet w ide bordering M alone A venue 
from the F risco tracks to P rairie avenue was acquired from 
the M issouri Pacific Railw ay, in o rd er that 
M alone 
avenue 
m ight be w idened. This move w as necessitated by the heavy 
traffic on M alone, and also by the g reat need for parking space. 
The work on this street should sta rt soon, and w hen com pleted 
w ill be of great value to the com m unity. 
A few m onths ago a new fire truck was purchased, thus 
giving Sikeston as good fire protection equipm ent as any city 
its size in the state. W hen the truck w as purchased, a new* 
addition to the fire departm ent garage was necessitated, and 
so extra space w as furnished at a cost of $1,000. At th e sam e 
tim e, the upper floor of the City H all was partially rem odeled 
at a cost of $1,000, in order that the W PA district offices m ight 
be accom m odated. 
Recently the B oard of Public W orks was 
authorized 
to 
purchase and install drinking fountains for 
the use 
of 
the 
public at the City Hall and in M alone P ark. As yet These have 
not been erected, but they are expected shortly. 
D uring my term of office, I believe th at the" city streets 
have been kept in as good condition as possible considering the 
abnorm al w*eather conditions w hich dam aged them consider­ 
ably, and also the fact th a t little m oney was spent upon them 
m ileage considered. In addition, it now appears likely that a 
goodly num ber of them w ill be paved as W PA projects in the 
near future. At least, the city adm inistration has done all it can 
tow ard that end, filing applications for such projects as early 
us was possible. In past years, it w as th e custom to sw eep the 
streets only tw ice a week. D uring my term the business district 
has been sw ept every day, thus im proving the appearance of 
th e city, and at very little cost thereto. 
Before the recent building boom in th e com m unity, a reso­ 
lution was passed by the city governm ent requesting builders, 
contractors, etc. to em ploy Sikeston labor upon all construction 
w ork. T he adm inistration felt th at it was only fair th a t w hen 
w ork w as to be done, those persons who had, in good tim es, 
helped support Sikeston, should have first chance at the w ork. 
In 1932, $412 w as spent on charity; in 1933, $741 w as used; 
in 1934, $721; but in 1935 we have spent $2,065 to aid th e desti­ 
tu te of our city. T hat exp en d itu re has been heavy and onerous, 
b u t the adm inistration and disbursem ent of it has been wise, 
and as econom ical as possible. 
T here are m any other things I could list; perhaps those 
listed will Recall to your m ind m any of them . A t any rate, I 
have p u t forw ard m y best efforts to give you a sensible, effi­ 
cient and econom ical adm inistration. I have tried to w ork in 
harm ony and cooperation w ith all departm ents, boards and 
o th er elective officials to the ultim ate end of our city’s w ell­ 
being—and I pledge m yself seriously to continue in th a t m an­ 
ner. My past record serves as prom ise and pledge lo r m y 
fu tu re record, and on th a t record I ask for re-election to the 
office of M ayor of th e C ity of Sikeston.

Dr. Tolman studied rock forma­ 
tions in the region, the apex 
of 
the Ozark highlands, for a num ­ 
ber of years for 
the 
Geological 
Survey of Missouri. He found vol­ 
canic rock showing, not only lava 
flow, but tuft and breccia, consoli­ 
dated volcanic ash and coarser rock 
material sent forth by the 
vol­ 
canoes in eruptions. 
A typical formation, seen in the 
side of a cliff, is a layer showing 
lava How lines; another bed 
of 
spongy rock with holes of pencil 
diameter caused by gases escaping 
from lava; and, imbedded in soil, 
angular variegated fragments, as 
much as several feet in diameter, 
thrown out in explosions, he said.

Presnell Reviews Activities 
During His Administration 


W ith the closing of the old year, 1935, w hich carries w ith 
it the closing m onths of m y term of office as m ayor of the City 
of Sikeston, I feel that a public review of w hat our city has 
accom plished during that term would not be am iss. 
In population, 1 think it not an exaggeration to say that 
an estim ate of a fiv e hundred increase during the tw o years 
w ould not be too high. T his increase is not a tem porary thing, 
nor w ill it cease w ith that. Sikeston w ill continue to grow in 
population because the increase is based solidly on the acquisi­ 
tion of new industries— and as long as w’e can continue to m ake 
our city attractive to m anufacturers, that long w ill w e continue 
to grow . 
In new industries brought into Sik eston in the past tw o 
years, perhaps the most sensational w as the Sikeston Cotton 
O il M ill. A fter som e w eeks of quiet negotiation, the plant w as 
d efin itely located here, built and now furnishes a substantial 
outlet of work lor the people of Sikeston. In addition to this, 
the plant uses a large am ount of pow er each m onth from the 
S ik eston M unicipal plant. Thb so increased the electricity con­ 
sum ption of the com m unity, that the city, out of ligh t plant 
bonds w hich had been bought up in advance, purchased a new 
$60,000 eng.ne. T nis gives us a substantial reserve tor the new 
furnishing oi pow er to any possible new industry. 
In the police departm ent, num erous reform s w ere in sti­ 
tuted. A s an exam p le, in the past w hen a man w as arrested at 
night for a violation of a city ordinance, it w as the custom to 
keep him in jail until the n ex t afternoon before 
even 
any 
charges w ere filed against him . T his w as m anifestly unfair, so 
now the practice is to require charges to be filed by the next 
m orning, else the prisoner is released by th e police judge. Then, 
again a light w as placed on a ta ll pole near the A m erican L e­ 
gion Park. If any one w ants an officer, all that is necessary to 
do is to call the telephone operator, and she m ay instantly sum ­ 
mon one to the telephone by turning on this light. A police­ 
m an has been placed at the grade school during the tim es 
school is taking up and dism issing, in order that your children 
m ay sa fely cross the street. It m ight be w ell to point out that 
due to the increase in size and business of Sik eston , additional 
police protection w as required. W e now' have four 
fu ll-tim e 
policem en as against tw o fu ll-tim e and one part-tim e policem en 
in years past— and the added cost to the tow n is only $34.00 a 
m onth. P olice required to w ear uniform : S treet signs placed 
on every street corner and houses num bered by Junior C ham ­ 
ber of C om m erce w ith very sm all cost to city. All accounts 
paid to date and bonds that w ere due have been m et at tim e 
of m aturity. 
In w ater-w orks extension, a bond issue w as floated and 
num erous m ore houses now have adequate fire protection. As 
there w as a surplus left from that bond issue due to the fact 
that all designated streets w ere equipped, it is possible that 
shortly I shall subm it a proposal to designate other streets to 
have m ains placed in them in order that the entire tow n may 
be w ell protected, and all the inhabitants have an opportunity 
to place w ater in their hom es. 
A strip of land ten feet w id e bordering M alone A venue 
from the F risco tracks to P rairie a v en u e w as acquired from 
the M issouri Pacific R ailw ay, in order that 
M alone 
avenue 
m ight be w idened. T his m ove w as necessitated by the heavy 
traffic on M alone, and also by the great need for parking space. 
T he w ork on this street should start soon, and w hen com pleted 
w ill be of great v a lu e to the com m unity, 
A few m onths ago a new fire truck w as purchased, thus 
g iving Sikeston as good fire protection equipm ent as any city 
its size in the state. When the truck w as purchased, a new' 
addition to the fire departm ent garage w as n ecessitated, and 
so extra space w as furnished at a cost of $1,000. At th e sam e 
tim e, the upper floor of the C ity Hall w as partially rem odeled 
at a cost of $1,000, in order that the W PA district offices m ight 
be accom m odated. 
R ecently the Board of P ublic W orks w as 
authorized 
to 
purchase and install drinking fountains for 
the use 
of 
the 
public at the City H all and in M alone Park. A s yet these have 
not been erected, but they are exp ected shortly. 
D uring m y term of office, I b eliev e that the city streets 
h ave been kept in as good condition as possible considering the 
abnorm al w'eather conditions w hich dam aged them consider­ 
ably, and also the fact that little m oney w as spent upon them 
m ileage considered. In addition, it n ow appears lik ely that a 
goodly num ber of them w ill be paved as W PA projects in the 
near future. At least, the city adm inistration has done all it can 
tow ard that end, filin g applications for such projects as early 
as w as possible. In past years, it w'as the custom to sw eep the 
streets only tw ice a w eek. D uring m y term the business district 
has been sw ept ev ery day, thus im proving the appearance of 
the city, and at very little cost thereto. 
B efore the recent building boom in the com m unity, a reso­ 
lution w as passed by the city governm ent requesting builders, 
contractors, etc. to em ploy Sikeston labor upon all construction 
w ork. T he adm inistration felt that it w as only fair that w hen 
w ork w as to be done, those persons w ho had, in good tim es, 
helped support S ikeston, should h ave first chance at the w’ork. 
In 1932, $412 w as spent on charity; in 1933, $741 w as used; 
in 1934, $721; but in 1935 w e have spent $2,065 to aid the d esti­ 
tute of our city. T hat exp en d itu re has been h eavy and onerous, 
but the adm inistration and disbursem ent o f it has been w ise, 
and as econom ical as possible. 
T here are m any other things I could list; perhaps those 
listed w ill le c a ll to your m in d m any of them . At any rate, I 
have put forw ard m y best efforts to give you a sen sib le, effi­ 
cient and econom ical adm inistration. I have tried to w ork in 
harm ony and cooperation w'ith all departm ents, boards and 
other electiv e officials to the u ltim ate end of our c ity ’s w e ll­ 
bein g— and I pledge m yself seriously to continue in that m an­ 
ner. M y past record serves as prom ise and p led ge for m y 
future record, and on that record I ask for re-electio n to the 
office of M ayor of th e C ity of Sikeston.
